When Ooleman town council met 
Tuesday evening, Mayor Frank 
Aboussafy gave a complete report 
on the winter works project be¬ 
ing undertaken by the town to 
relieve unemployment in Coleman. 

Mayor Aboussafy reported that 
ten men bad been hired lor vari¬ 
ous projects which included the 
construction of 24-inch cement pipe 
to be used for storm sewers. 

He indicated that a garage in 
town, had been rented where the 
men were building four pipes per 
day. 

Another crew of men were build¬ 
ing rock retaining walls in the 
vicinity of the town park. 

Members of the council then 
went into a discussion on water 
drainage problems on Fifth and 
Sixth streets in town and in West 
Coleman and various methods of 
draining water from these areas 
was discussed as it was planned 
to construct new storm sewer sys¬ 
tems in various sections of the 
district in March and April. 

Councillors Bert Bond and John 
Ramsey, together with town fore¬ 
man John Kinnear, will visit West 
Coleman Saturday morning to take 
levels along the front street with 
a view to correcting drainage prob¬ 
lems in this area. The matter of 
building an extension to the side¬ 
walks on this street will also he 
looked into by the councillors. 

Insurance rates to cover the 
newly built artificial ice plant at 
the Coleman arena were discussed 
and council accepted an offer of 
$3.25 per hundred made by an in¬ 
surance firm. It was agreed to take 
out a $20,000 coverage. The sec-

He said the alarm surrounding 
the taking of X-ray* was unjust 
when government reports show— 
“that as many people have lived 
because of X-ray useage for di¬ 
agnostic and therapeutic purposes 
as 'have lost 'their lives In wars 
since 1900—and this would amount 
to milllone." 

Chiropractors use X-ray* l)or 
diagnostic purposes only, and that 
radiation exposure can now be re¬ 
duced to one-twentieth of previous 
intensity without any loss of de¬ 
tail on the X-ray film. 

“There is far more natural radi¬ 
ation in our bodies than an aver¬ 
age person would receive from di¬ 
agnostic or therapeutic X-rays over 
a 30-year period,” he added. 

He suggested that anyone who 
requires diagnostic X-rays should 
be provided with an exposure re¬ 
cord card, thus "ensuring that a pa¬ 
tient will receive only the amount 
of radiation considered within -the 
normal limits." 

He said such cards should be 
Issued by dentists, hospitals, radi¬ 
ologists and chiropractors so that 
"it would make possible an accu¬ 
rate check on every patient to en¬ 
sure each one of the maximum pro¬ 
tection from over-exposure.” 

He told the meeting that the 
present X-ray scare “has got out of 
control,” and that fear is certainly 
a greater handicap to the health 
and welfare of the nation.”
